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A General Catalogue of the books belonging to the Loganian Library 
was printed in the year 183t. The present Supplement contains the 
jtitles of such books as have been added since that time. The number 
of volumes catalogued in this Supplement is 108. Among them are 
some of great value and rarity, such as Franklin's Pennsylvania

tion (3f the Philadelphia Library ; the eighth edition of the ENCYCLOPiEDiA 
Britannica, 21 vols., quarto; Facciolati's Lexicon; Pugin's Gothic 
Architecture ; a number of German works on America, including some 
on Pennsylvania; Rogers' Geology of Pennsylvania; The Revue 
Arch^ologique complete; Bossuet's Works, 20 vols., quarto; The 
United States Statutes at Large; The Oxford edition of the 
Fathers; Statham's Abridgment (printed by R. Pynson);- Du 
Cange's Glossarium; Elliot's Tetraonidjb; Hakluyt's Voyages; 
Holbrook's Herpetology ; Jones' Grammar op Ornament ; Gillray's 
Caricatures ; Henry's MS. Indian Dictionary ; and Visconti's Works. 
It will be seen by the titles of these and of the other works now cata- 
logued, that the Trustees have endeavored, with the limited means at 
their disposal, to add such books to the Loganian collection as were of a 
solid character, and in accordance with the learned tastes of the Founder. 
They are indebted to the late Albanus C. Logan for several valuable 
gifts, and also to the following persons, whose names are here arranged 
in alphabetical order, their donations being specified in the body of this

The titles in this supplement are arranged alphabetically by author's 
names, with cross references from the important words; so that it pos- 
sesses nearly, though not quite, all the advantages which belong to a 
classified catalogue with a copious alphabetical index. In any future 
general Catalogue it is not proposed to depart from the well-considered 
system adopted in the existing classified catalogues of the Philadelphia 
and Loganian Libraries ; but this Supplement being short, an alpha- 
betical arrangement, with copious cross references, was thought* to be 
sufficient. 

The Trustees have considered it best, in view of the perpetual character 
of the Trust, that the Deed which constitutes the foundation of the 
Loganian Library, and which has never before been printed, should be 
included in this volume; together with the Act of Assembly transferring 
the Trust, and vesting the property in the Library Company of Phila- 
delphia : and also an abstract from the record of the Founder's descend- 
ants, kept in a folio book, in accordance with the Deed of Trust. 

It may be mentioned that the intention of the Founder in regard to his 
Bucks County lands has been carried out by the existing Trustees, the 
lease which expired in 1861 having been renewed for the term of one 
hundred and twenty-one years at an increased rent. 

Since the Catalogue of 1837 was issued, a biography of James Logan, 

* 
by Wilson Armistead, has been published in England, so that it /is un- 
necessary to furnish here the details of his well-spent life. Bat the 
following deserved tribute to the character of the Founder is less acces- 
sible, and it will not be thought out of place. . The passage oc- 
curs in John Davis' '* Personal Adventures and Travels ... in the 
United States of America," published at London, in 1803. The author 
came to Philadelphia in 1T98. "My first visit," he says, '* was to tbe 
Library. A bust of Dr. Franklin stands over the door Of the 

two rooms, the Franklinian library is confined to books in the English

language, but the Loganian library comprehends every classical work in 

tbe ancient and modern languages. I contemplated with reverence the 

portrait of James Logan, which graces the room. I could not repress 
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my exclamations. As I am only a stranger, said I, in this conntry, I 
affect no enthusiasm on beholding the statues of her generals and states- 
men. I have left a church filled with them on the shore of Albion that 
have a prior claim on such feeling. But I here behold the portrait of a 
man whom I consider so great a benefactor to literature, that he is 
scarcely less illustrious than its munificent patrons of Italy ; his soul has 
certainly been admitted to the company of the congenial spirits of a 
Cosmo, and Lorenzo of Medicis. The Greek and Eoman authors, for- 
gotten on their native banks of the Ilyssns and Tiber, delight, by the 
kindness of a Logan, the votaries to learning on those of the Delaware." 



EXTRACT PROM THE WILL OF JAMES LOGAN, 

DATED AT PHILADELPHIA, IN 1749. 



In my library, which I have left to the city of Philadelphia, for the 
facilitating and advancement of classical learning, are above one hundred 
volumes of authors, in folio, all in Greek, with mostly their versions ; all 
the Roman classics, without exception ; all the old Greek mathematicians, 
viz., Archimedes, Euclid, and Ptolemy, both his geography and almagest, 
which I had in Greek (with Theon's commentary in folio, above 700 
pages) from my learned friend, Fabricius, who published fourteen volumes 
of his Greek Bihlioiheque in 4to., in which, after he had finished his 
account of Ptolemy, on my inquiring of him at Hamburgh, in 1722, how 
I should find it, having long sought for it in vain in England, he sent it 
to me out of his own library, telling me it was scarce, that neither prayers 
nor price could purchase it. Besides, there are many of the most valuable 
Latin authors, and a ^reat number of modern mathematicians, with all 
the three editions of Newton, Dr. Halley, Wallis, &c. 

I have built a library-room, and endowed it for ever with £35 sterling 
per annum for a librarian ; he to advance £18 yearly to buy books. 

The room, books, and salary, I cannot value at less than £2000, solely^ 
designed for the use of the public, in order to prevail on them (having" 
such assistance) tq acquaint themselves with literature.

For annexing the Loganian Library to the Library belonging to the 
Library Company of Philadelphia^ and for other purposes there- 
in mentioned. 

WheeHas Jaraes Logan, formerly of Stenton, in the connty of Preamble. 
Philadelphia, Esquire, influenced by the patriotic desire of ex- 
tending the benefits of learning among his fellow citizens, by 
deed, bearing date the eighth day of March, one thousand seven 
hundred and forty-five, conveyed to certain trustees, therein 
Darned, a lot of ground, situate on the west side of Sixth Street, 
in the^jity of Philadelphia, between Chestnut and Walnut Streets, , 
with the building thereon erected, and a large and valuable col- 
lection of books, for the use of the inhabitants of the city of 
Philadelphia; and for the support of the said institution, by the 
same deed, he vested in the said trustees certain rents charge 
therein described, and reserved to himself the right of altering or 
cancelling the said deed; and afterwards proposing to settle 
other rents charge, and appoint other trustees for the s^rae y 
purposes, he cancelled the said deed, and partly prepared an- 
other, which he did not live to complete; and by his last will 
and testament, bearing date the twenty-fifth day of November, 
one thousand seven hundred and forty-nine, the said James 
Logan reserved from his residuary estate, and devised the two 
rents charge thereafter mentioned, declaring them to be intended 
for the nse of the said institution; and since his death, William 
Logan and James Logan, sons of James Logan aforesaid, John 
Smith and Hannah his wife, the said Hannah Smith being the 
surviving daughter of James Logan, the elder, and the said Wil- 
liam Logan, James Logan, and John Smith, being the surviving 
executors of his last will and testament, induced by the same 
laudable motives, and desirous of carrying the intention of their 
father into effect, by deed, bearing date the twenty-eighth day \ 

of August, in the year one thousand seven hundred and fifty-four, 
between the said parties, on the one part, and Israel Pemberton, 
junior, William Allen, Richard Peters, and Benjamin Franklin, 
of the other part, conveyed to, and vested in, the said Israel 
Pemberton, junior, William Allen, Richard Peters, and Benjamin 
Franklin, their heirs and assigns, to the use of the said William 
Logan, James Logan, John Smith, Israel Pemberton, junior, 
William Allen, Richard Peters, and Benjamin Franklin, their 
heirs and assigns for ever, in trust for the purposes hereafter 
mentioned, the messuage and lot of ground before mentioned, 
situate on the west side of Sixth Street, between Chestnut and 
Walnut Streets, in the city of Philadelphia, in the said deed 
particularly described, with all and singular "the books therein 
deposited, according to the catalogue thereof, the uses and trusts 
of which settlement were in substance as follows: that is to say, 
'* That there should be a perpetual succession of trustees, part 
of whom should be of the descendants of the said James Logan, 
the elder, preferring the male line to the female, as long as any 
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Preamble, of his descendants rennained; that one of his male descendants, 
taken in priority of birth, and preferring the male line to the 
female line, should be Librarian of the said pubh'e library, with 
a power of employing deputies; that the library should be opened 
for the public use of the citizens, and that books might be bor- 
rowed thereout, under certain restrictions;" and for supporting 
the expense of the institution, and enlarging the collection^ by 
the purchase of other books, from time to time, the said parties 
of the first part, by the same deed conveyed to the said parties 
of the second part, to the use aforesaid, on the trusts aforesaid, 
the said rents charge, devised in the said last will and testament

deed, dated the twenty-sixth day of May, in the year one thousand 
seven hundred and fifty, was granted by the said James Logan, 
the elder, to Jacob Deane, in fee simple: And whereas the said 
library was thereupon opened for public use, according to the 
provisions in the said settlement contained ; but since the death 
of the said William Logan, who was the first Librarian, the 
avocations of the other trustees, the situation of public affairs, 
and other causes, have suspended the provisions of this liberal 
institution, althangh the books are found, upon examination, to 
be in a good condition ; and whereas an addition has been made 
to the said collection, for the same purposes, of near one thousand 
volumes, by the will of the said William Logan, and the whole 
now consists of about three thousand five hundred volumes : 
And whereas James Logan, the only surviving trustee of the
